corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: There is no special 
technical feature in the instant claim set. 

The technical feature that applicant states in Groups l-ll is a dual peroxisome 
proliferator activated receptor alpha/ gamma (PPAR a/y) agonist with ap Angiotensin II 
Type I receptor (A-2) antagonist. It has been shown in prior art in an application by 
Bristol-Myers Squibb (WO 02/096358) that a PPAR a/y and A-2 drug compound are to 
be administered in a combination product (claim 14) and that identity of the PPAR a/y 
compounds include GW-409544, KR297 and JTT-501, in addition to others and that the 
A-2 compounds include losartan, valsartan, as well as others (claim 15). Claims 1-29 
share a common technical feature, therefore; there is no special technical feature and 
thus the claims lack unity.
